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BLACK SERVANT—PIN FEATHER COLT 
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MIAMI DATES ANNOUNCED. 


OLLOWING his meeting at Saratoga Springs 

last week end with President Joseph . M. 
Smoot, announcement was made by John I. Day, 
Vice-President and General Manager of the 
Miami Jockey Club, that a race meeting will be 
held next winter at Hialeah track, beginning 
January 16 and extending over a period of 45 
racing days, ending March 8. It further was an- 
nounced that seven stakes, including the Miami 
Derby, $10,000 added, will be offered and that 
the purses will range from a minimum of $1,000 
to as much as $2,000 for some of the overnight 
handicap events. 

The meeting, it is stated, will be under the 
same conditions as last year and the personnel 
will be virtually the same with the exception 
that John I. Day having succeeded Frank J. 
Bruen as manager, he in turn is to be succeeded 
in the stewards stand by John T. Ireland. 

Unless there is a change in the dates an- 
nounced for Keeney Park, there will be a clash. 
Frank Keeney has said Keeney Park, near Jack- 
sonville, will open Christmas Day and continue 
to a date late in February or early in March. 


Even though the two tracks are a night’s ride 
apart, it might be found to be to the advantage 
of both should they be running on overlapping 
dates, and it would seem to be best if Keeney 
Park would arrange to give a meeting from 
Christmas to the opening of Miami and then 
another short meeting after Miami. We feel] that 
Miami, the pioneer racing plant in Florida, is 
entitled to first consideration as such. 


STARTING PROBLEM. 


UST about the time “Faraway,” Paris corres- 
pondent of Horse and Hound (London), was 
advising his readers that Joseph E. Widener had 
announced his intention to reintroduce the 
Australian starting gate at Belmont Park’s 
autumn meeting, The Sporting Life (London) 
was telling of mishaps at the same kind of a 
gate while attempting the start for the Winder- 
mere Handicap at Liverpool. 
The “Cassidy gate,” a modification of the 
Australian gate, failed to rise rapidly enough on 
one side at Saratoga August 10, and spoiled the 


start for the Saratoga Special, unseating a rider 
and causing a horse to be left at the post. 

Mr. Widener is quoted by the French writer as 
having stated his intention to replace the electric 
contrivance on the Australian gate with a rub- 
ber catapult arrangement he considers more 
satisfactory and reliable. 

On the other hand the call in England is for 
the addition of an electric release saying that the 
hand release is too visible to the jockeys. In 
France the gate appears to be giving satisfaction. 
Jockeys were injured there for a time or two 
before they came to have respect for the gate, 
it is said. 

However, the better starting in this country is 
being had from stall gates, and we are of the 
opinion that they should replace all other con- 
trivances. There will be less of damage done 
to boys and horses and the starts will be gener- 
ally more satisfactory, in our opinion. 


WHY NOT RIDE TRULY? 

FTER six steeplechase events had been had 

at the present Saratoga meeting, Harold F. 
Walsh commented in Daily Running Horse (New 
York); “The ’chasing events thus far raced for 
at Saratoga have been none too edifying. * * * 
The number of falls and lost riders seems to me 
to be all out of proportion to the size of the 
fields. * * * The first ’chase of the meeting 
looked none too good to the officials, and the 
sixth one had a funny look to me. The late 
Comedian, Sam _ Bernard, used to remark: 
‘Enough is psufficient’.” 

We would remind the riders who have been 
doing the “tumbling” that it was just such 
acrobatics that cause steeplechasing to be dis- 
continued in the days of the bookmakers in the 
West and the South. 


KNOWS HIS HORSES. 

N the eve of his departure for Saratoga with 

Coldstream Stud’s first offering of yearling 
Thoroughbreds, Dr. John Baird, manager of that 
establishment, said in the nature of a reply to 
our wishing him good luck and _ satisfactory 
results of the auction: “We think these yearlings 
should average around $3,000 and Mr. Shaffer 
will be well satisfied if they do.” The yearlings, 
seventeen, averaged just $3,000. 
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PRINCIPALLY WORDS. 
NE of the most important newspapers of 

America, The Chicago Tribune, is playing up 

the writings of Westbrook Pegler, who now and 
then undertakes to express opinions upon sport- 
ing topics generally, and occasionally staggers 
upon the Turf. He found his way to Saratoga 
and, on August 5, wired The Tribune from the 
Spa a column about Blue Larkspur, the lead to 
which was as follows: 

“As reported from dispatches from this 
place, Blue Larkspur, the most enterprising 
3-year-old horse in the country and the 
sacred horse of the racing cult at this time, 
is ailing with a slight rising in his right 
front ankle and therefore has been retired 
from business for the remainder of the 
season, at a potential loss of $150,000 to 
Edward R. Bradley, who owns him. 

“If Blue Larkspur were a grocery man’s 
horse he would never have been taken out 
of the shafts and he would be jogging up 
Walnut street and down Locust delivering a 
mess of spinach greens to Mrs. Higgins and 
a handful of string beans to Mrs. Doakes, 
and so forth, as usual. He might be wear- 
ing a plaster on the site of his limp, but 
probably not, as it is a very slight limp, 
and the boy on the wagon might larrup him 
some with a stripped switch to accelerate 
him. 

“Or, if Blue Larkspur were a family man 
with a job of work and his right ankle ailed 
him no more than this one does just now, 
he would have been up and out and off to 
the quarry as usual this morning, because 
the hurt is practically nothing as common 
men and animals regard their injuries. It 
corresponds to a mild case of shin plaint in 
a human leg.” 

But Blue Larkspur isn’t a grocery man’s horse. 
He belongs to one of the greatest sportsmen of 
the present day in any country, and even if he 
didn’t, and even if he might have been the prop- 
erty of the “King of the Gyps,” or of any other 
lowly “skillet man,” if he had tendon ailment, 
such as he has, he would have the same sincere 
consideration and the same good treatment 
he is getting in Col. Bradley’s barn. 

Blue Larkspur is a Thoroughbred, and as such 
he is entitled to the consideration that usually is 
accorded Thoroughbreds. 


KICKING THE DOGS AROUND. 
HE dog racing racket (and it is nothing more 
nor less than that) is getting the boot from 
“John Law” in various sections of the country 
just now. Last week tracks were closed in Ohio, 
Indiana and Colorado. 

The courts say there is no objection to grey- 
hounds chasing electric rabbits, so long as there 
is no betting, but how many would go out to see 
the dogs chase the rabbit unless they could bet 
on the result ? 

Not so many even as would go to a horse race, 
and that would be hardly more than the pro- 
verbial corporal’s guard. 


There is a reason for horse racing with betting. 
The horse racing is necessary to the determina- 
tion of superiority of the animals. 

The determination of superiority—the survival 
of the fittest—is necessary to the propagation of 
the breed. 

The propagaton of the breed is necessary to 
the remounting of the cavalry and artillery 
branches of the army. 

It has been amply demonstrated that betting 
is essential to the maintenance of the horse race 
courses and the horse breeding establishments. 

Hence it is a national requisite that there be 
no disturbance of horse racing, which aside from 
its place in the scheme for national defense, gives 
countless thousands thrills and sport and enter- 
tainment they could not otherwise enjoy. 

But horse racing should not be overdone. 


LONG DRY SPELL. 

N this country a few of the courses become 

very hard when the weather is extremely dry, 
but the greater number are so constructed that 
the footing in dry weather is generally good 
and safe. 

Trainers in England recently are experiencing 
hardships of which their fellows of the profes- 
sion in America know little or nothing. The 
situation is best told in the following from The 
Sporting Life (London) of July 26: 

“Weather experts hold out no hope of a speedy 
break in the abnormal spell of dry weather, and 
racehorse trainers throughout the country are 
experiencing an anxious period. 

“In some quarters the water supply is the 


chief concern; the adamantine condition of the 
gallops is a fairly general complaint.” 


CONSERVATION OF YOUNGSTERS. 
WwW" note in the course of one of Tasker Ogle’s 

articles from Saratoga to Daily Running 
Horse (New York) that William Ziegler is “a 
convert to conservation where young horses are 
concerned, and is saving his best 2-year-old 
material.” 

We regret that more of the owners are not 
doing likewise. In this country 2-year-olds are 
raced too early and too frequently. Should the 
youngsters be conserved, and the large sums of 
money now added for events for the juveniles be 
added to events for 4-year-olds and 5-year-olds, 
we would have better horses and consequently 
better racing. 


LAUREL PARK STAKES. 
TTENTION is called to the advertisement on 
page 21, this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, of 
the Maryland State Fair’s stakes closing for the 
October meeting at Laurel Park. The offering 
in stakes and purses at this popular racing 
ground for the forthcoming meeting totals 
$320,000. Chief of the events to close on August 
19 is the Washington Handicap, $25,000 added. 
The Selima Stakes for 2-year-old fillies at one 


mile, already closed, will be a feature of the 
meeting also. 
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WIDENER IS WEEDING OUT. 

RITING from Paris, uncer date of July 23, 

to Horse and Hound (London), “Faraway” 
has this to say which is of especial interest to 
Americans: “I stated that Magicien II, from Mr. 
Joe Widener’s stable, was going to India. As a 
fact to be strictly accurate, he goes to Ceylon, 
and the buyer is to be felicitated, for, as reported, 
the colt has won since he was purchased. A 
two-year-old filly named Cashmere was also 
bought from the American sportsman (by the 
British Bloodstock Agency), and although she 
has yet to run she should one day be very valu- 
able for the paddocks, being by Teddy out of 
Star Sapphire by Sunstar from Dark Sapphire 
by Dark Ronald out of Samphire by Isinglass 
from Chelandry. This filly was secured for Mr. 
John Hertz, the owner of Reigh Count, and she is 
a half-sister to Stone Broke, a_ three-year-old 
winner at St. Cloud on the sixteenth. She will 
probably be covered by an English sire before 
being shipped to the States next summer. I 
understand that Mr. Phil Chinn bought direct 
from Mr. Joe Widener (who has been weeding 
out a tremendous lot of his horses in training, 
intending to buy more yearlings this year at the 
Deauville sales) a filly out of Lisette II named 
Minaret. Bred by Mr. Widener, she has also yet 
to see a racecourse. By Ksar, her dam is by 
Mordant, coming from a family which has had 
any amount of success in the States, the third 
dam of the maiden filly being Fairy Gold. by 
Bend Or.” 


VICTORY FOR AMERICANS. 

Mortimer Shiff, one of a number of Americans 
who have horses racing in France, had the good 
fortune, after several vexatious defeats, to win 
the Prix Eugene Adam, 1 1-4 miles, worth about 
$6,000, for 3-year-olds, with his Argonaute at 
Maisons-Laffitte July 15. The winner cost him 
151,000 francs as a yearling and is by Helion (by 
Sunstar), out of Aglavene, by St. Just. 

The following day at St. Cloud his Pavet Pour- 
pre, 3-year-old, by Monarch, out of Glorie de 
Lorraine by Ecouen, won the Prix Simonian. 
This colt cost him 165,000 francs as a yearling. 
Both horses are trained by Frank Pratt. 


At Clairfortaine, A. K. Macomber’ won 
races the same afternoon with two of the 
get of McKinley, they being the 2-year-old 


The Sultan, out of Sun Cloud (formerly Battle 
Cloud), by War Cloud, out of Sunbonnet (win- 
ner of the Kentucky Oaks) by Sunstar, she out 
of Marian Hood (half-sister to Polymelus), and 
the 3-year-old Reine des Tireurs, out of Sling 
Shot (in the United States from England in 
1916 and sent to France as a 38-year-old) by Sun- 
star, out of St. Olive, by St. Simon. 


HIS FIRST WINNER. 

When Picoline won the Sutton Selling Plate 
at Leicester July 23, Day Kimball, an American 
who had been practicing law in London for the 
last ten or a dozen years, enjoyed his first racing 
success. Racing has been his hobby for some 
time and he is said to be a good judge of form, 
but he never owned a horse until in partnership 
with Mrs. Dawson Waugh, wife of the trainer, 
he bought Picoline at the dispersal of the late 
James Corrigan’s horses in England. Picoline 
is described as being “by Son-in-Law, out of an 


American mare and is not in the English Stud 
Book.” 


CLOSE IN STANDING. 


The Aga Khan is still at the head of the list 
of winning owners in England, but the Irish 
sportsman, Major Dermot McCalmont is a close 
second, with W. Barnett, the Belfast grain dealer, 
owner of Trigo, the Derby winner, third, and J. 
H. Whitney is fourth, so the native English 
sportsmen are quite far out of the running for 
the season. J. J. Maher leads the breeders and 
he is an Irishman. Major McCalmont is second 
and the Aga Khan third. R. C. Dawson leads the 
trainers and Gordon Richards the jockeys. 


A VERY LIKELY FILLY. 


When Major Dermot McCalmont scored his 
third success in the National Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes of nearly $30,000, for 2-year-olds, five fur- 
longs, at Sandown Park July 20, with Queen of 
the Nore, chestnut daughter of Tetratema— 
Queen’s Double by Bachelor’s Double, The Sport- 
ing Life (London) said: “Queen of the Nore is 
not unlikely to prove well worthy of ranking 
with the famous horses that have secured this 
prize in past years. The filly made an impres- 
sively stylish debut, and there were good judges 
at Esher who expressed the opinion that the 
Stockbridge-trained daughter of Tetratema was 
the best juvenile seen in public this season.” 


WALTER GAY IS OUT. 


Lord Woolavington’s Walter Gay has been 
withdrawn from the St. Leger. Fred Darling, his 
trainer, says that due to the colt’s shaking up 
when he fell in the race for the Epsom Derby 
and the hard state of the ground at the present 
time he has not been able to properly train him. 
Walter Gay was one of the favorites for the 
September classic, and his withdrawal leaves 
the event considerably more uncertain. 


SOME GENERAL ITEMS 

Jockey Earl Shropshire is having a visit with 
his parents at Lexington. 

Voshell is out of training because of injured 
ligaments at Bainbridge Park. 

Frazer LeBus. member of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission is at Saratoga. 

The Blue Grass Fair will be held at Lexington 
the week August 19 to 24; racing every day. 

Chance,Shot, after showing tendon trouble 
earlier in the year, is training again at Saratoga. 

The Lexington Colored Fair is on at the fair 
grounds this week, with racing the last four 
days. 

“Twink has been shipped to the Healy farm at 
Newark, Delaware, to run out on pasture for the 
remainder of the year. 

War Flier, purchased from Fair Stable by 
Sewickley Stable, is to be trained for steeple- 
chasing by Thomas McCreery. 

A carload of yearlings now owned by A. C. 
Schwartz and his brother Morton L. Schwartz, 
were shipped from Lexington August 10 to Sara- 
toga to be broken. 

John H. Morris, master of Bosque Bonita 
Farm, has returned to his home near Versailles 
after having sold his yearlings at Saratoga. He 
said he realized more than he would have been 
willing to take for them the night of the sale. 
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THE HIMYAR STUD YEARLINGS 


N a special train of horse cars, the 88 

Thoroughbred yearlings in the Himyar Stud 
consignment to the auction sales under auspices 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., left Lexington Saturday, August 
10, for that great watering place and racing 
ground. They are to be sold on two evenings, 


the first lots to be under the hammer Friday 
even.ng, August 16, and the second Tuesday 
evening, August 20. In the first catalogue are 
55 colts, and in the second catalogue 11 colts and 
22 fillies. Following the Himyar Stud lots the 
second night, there will be offerings from the 
Ashland Stud of Major T. C. McDowell and 
others, bringing the total for that evening to 65. 

Col. Phil T. Chinn, as is well known, is the 
master of Himyar Stud, and we are quite pre- 
pared to say, atter an inspection of the yearlings 
at the four tarms occupied by this vast establisn- 
ment—namely, Himyar, Hinata, Donegal and 
vid Hickory—that his selections for the market 
of this year are fully in keeping with his splen- 
aid ottermgs in previous years, and that ex- 
pectation of his usual good average is fully 
justified. 

We are presenting to readers of THE BLOobD- 
HORSE in this issue pictures of 13 of the Himyar 
yearlings, we having previously pubdlisned 
& picture ot the grand coit by Epinard, out of 
Mary Belle (dam of Rolled Stocking, etc). ‘The 
picture on the first page of the cover is that of a 
brother in blood to Crusader, Genie and Mars, a 
prother to Marine Compass, and half-brother to 
mizar, Chariey Rector and Shoot Away. He is by 
Man o’ War, out of Milky Way (a winner and 
sister to Star Shooter and Olga Star) by *Star 
Snoot. He has credentials enough, but more 
than that he has the looks, the style and the 
acuion of a worthy son of his illustrious sire. He 
impresses us that he is more like Man o’ War 
than any of his get we have yet seen. He is a 
chestnut, and that is the proper coat color for 
the descendants of *Fairy Goid, and likewise of 
*star Shoot. 

After having made our inspection, we called 
up Leonard S. Sutcliffe and gave him an order 
tor the pictures we are reproducing. He took 
them Wednesday, August 7, a day somewhat 
cioudy, and not perfect for photography. We 
are printing -six of the pictures on the second 
page of the cover and another six on the third 
page of the cover. We think that they, like those 
of yearlings from Claiborne Stud, Sunny Hill 
Karm and Marchmont Stud, which we published 
last week, will emphasize the advancement that 
has been and is being made in the production of 
the Thoroughbred horse. 

In the Himyar Stud consignment there are an 
even dozen youngsters which Col. Chinn last 
winter selected in England and brought over to 
be raised at his Kentucky farms. The others are 
all bred in Kentucky from native or imported 
sires. Now let us see the sire lines from which 
these youngsters have come. They are not so 
many as one would suppose, when, glancing 
through the catalogues, it 1s noted that they are 
sons and daughters of 53 stallions. 

As might well be supposed, the greater number 
belong to the house of Domino. There are 25 
tracing directly to Domino’s son Commando, 
through four branches, namely: Utlimus, Peter 
Pan, Colin and Peter Quince. The Ultimus 
branch is represented by ten of High Time’s get 


and three by Stimulus. Peter Pan is himself the 
sire of one, while his sons Pennant, Black Toney, 
Tryster and Noah each have one in the group, 
and Black Toney’s son, Black Servant, is repre- 
sented by four, and Pennant’s son, Bunting, is 
represented by one, making ten. There are one 
each by Peter Quince and On Watch, son of 
Colin. 

Thirteen trace to the house of Ben Brush 
(the *Bonine Scotland line), through his two most 
potent sons—-Broomstick and Sweep. From the 
line of Broomstick are one each by his sons, 
Whisk Broom II and Thunderer, one by his 
grandson, Upset, and three by *Golden Broom, 
another grandson. Sweep himself is the sire of 
three. His son, General Thatcher, is sire of two, 
and another son, Sweep On, and a grandson, 
Nocturnal, are represented by one each. 


Thirteen trace to Bend Or (Stockwell line), 
they being four by *Polymelian, two by Friar 
Marcus, one each by Lemonora and Ellangowan 
(sons of Lemberg), one each by Grand Parade 
and Orpheus (sons of Orby), one each by Bache- 
lor’s Double and Golden Myth (sons of Treden- 
nis) and one by Golden Boss, a grandson of Orby. 
Two others, the one by *Waygood (grandson of 
*Rock Sand) and the one by *Spanish Prince II 
(grandson of Minting), trace to Stockwell. 


Seven go to St. Simon, they being five by 
*Donnacona, one by Rose Prince, also a son of 
*Prince Palatine, and one by “Hourless. 

Four trace to Sundridge, one each being by his 
son, Golden Sun, his grandsons, Buchan and Sun 
Flag, and his greatgrandson, Bubbling Over. 

The yearling by Westy Hogan comes from 
King Tom’s line; that by *Master Charlie (grand- 
son of Spearmint) belongs to the Musket line, 
and the son of Epinard traces to Dollar. 

There are two from the house of Dark Ronald, 
one by *Ambassador IV, and the other by Prince 
of Umbria, son of *Brown Prince II, brother to 
*Ambassador IV. 

All of these trace in tail male to ECLIPSE. 
The Domino line goes back through Himyar— 
Alarm— Eclipse—- Touchstone-— Camel-— Whale- 
bone —- Waxy — Pot80’s—- ECLIPSE. The Ben 
Brush line goes back through Bramble—*Bon- 
nie Scotland --- Iago -- Don John —- Waverly — 
Whalebone, etc. The Bend Or line traces through 
Doncaster— Stockwell—The Baron— Birdcatcher 

Sir Hercules ——Whalebone, etc. The Dark Ron- 
ald horses go back through Bay Ronald—Hamp- 


ton Lord Clifden Newminster Touchstone, 
etc. The Musket line runs back through Tox- 
ophilite-— Longbow—— Ithuriel Touchstone, etc. 


King Tom’s line goes back through Harkaway— 


Economist--Whisker—-Waxy, etc. Those tracing 
to St. Simon go through Galopin—Vedette— 
King Fergus--ECLIPSE. Those descending 


Voltigeur—Voltaire—-Blacklock Hambletonian 
from Sundridge go back through Amphion— 
Speculum or Rosebery--Speculum—-Vedette, etc. 

The other thirteen are horses of the MATCH- 
EM line. Three are by Flittergold and nine are 
descendants of his own brother, Fair Play, there 
being two by Ladkin, and one each by Man o’ 
War, My Play, Blind Play, Mad Hatter, Chatter- 
ton and Bracadale, sons of Fair Play, one by 
Dress Parade, son of Man o’ War. The thirteenth 
is by St. Henry, grandson of *Ogden. Fair Play 
and Flittergold are sons of Hastings and the line 
traces back through Spendthrift-—*Australian— 
West Australian --Melbourne-—-Humphrey Clinker 

Comus— Sorcerer— Trumpator— Conductor— 
MATCHEM. The *Ogden line goes back through 
Kilwarlin—Arbitrator—Solon—-West Australian, 
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etc. Thus we note the working of the rule which 
calls for the “survival of the fittest.” 

Now, what of the yearlings themselves. Let 
us take first those by High Time in the order in 
which they will come up to the auctioneer. The 
Brace Up colt is chestnut; of the real High Time 
type, and were he a bit taller could be called 
perfect. The Clandestine colt, brown, is extra 
good. The bay or brown colt out of Heyday (dam 
of Begorra) is about the largest of any by his 
sire and is a good one. The bay colt from 
Myrtle V. (dam of Malcolm B. Jr.), is a grand 
individual, and we marked him for one of the 
best of the sale as we did also the bay colt from 
*Sunglow (dam of Gracious Gift and seven other 
winners). He is a corker. We did not fancy the 
chestnut colt out of Tiuna so much, but Harrie 
Scott, who has charge of the Himyar Stud 
farms, and has seen this one since it was foaled, 
likes him very much. Says he can do things in 
the paddock that will make one think he’s a 
sure-fire racehorse. The Tommywaac colt is 
flashy and weighs above 1000 pounds. The chest- 
nut filly out of Clarabel Atkin is of nice size and 
attractive. The fillies out of Flitterbelle and 
Griselda, both chestnuts, are good individuals. 

There are six by *Donnacona, and the bay colt 
out of *Asthore is a powerful fellow, which may 
prove to be the best of his sire’s get. The bay 
colt out of Brown Letty we considered to be fair. 
The bay colt from *Dulcinea II (dam of five 
winners) is very like *Donnacona in appearance 
and is a good one. The chestnut colt out of Holly 
Leaf is an attractive individual. Did not see the 
bay or brown filly out of Eseret. The brown or 
black filly out of Mlle. Vivian is rough about the 
head, but good elsewhere. 

The best of the *Polymelians is a powerful, 
well-made bay colt out of Blue Jeans. He is a 
nice, big horse. The other three by *Polymelian 
are chestnut fillies. Champ d’Or’s is nicely made 
and has a quick way. Mrs. Burke’s is heavy and 
good. Talisman’s daughter (she a half-sister to 
Sarazen II) is very neatly put up. 

Of the four by Black Servant we had greatest 
fancy for the grand colt out of Pin Feather (dam 
of Deeming). He may be another Blue Larkspur, 
if that be possible, but who can tell? The bay 
or brown out of Paloma is good, and of the heavy 
blocky type. The bay colt, a nice, big horse, out 
of Marygrace, by *North Star III, is a brother in 
blood to Blue Larkspur. The bay filly out of 
Ida McGee (winner and sister to six winners) 
is extra good. 

The colt by Sweep from La Diane is brown or 
black, looks much like his sire, and is a grand 
one. The bay or brown filly by Sweep out of 
High Stakes (half-sister to Major Tom, Jack 
Frost and Miss Jennie) by Fair Play, is, as might 
be supposed from such breeding, an extra good 
individual, and is sure to win. Did not see the 
bay filly out of Desperation, by Yankee. She 
represents the crossing of Ben Brush, Domino, 
Hanover, *Sempronius. 

The bay colt by Sweep On from Cimru (dam 
of the frequent winner Bun) is a good-bodied, 
level individual. The brown or black colt by 
Peter Pan, out of *Resplendent is powerfully 
built, and smoother than the general run of the 
sire’s get. Of the three by Pennant we fancied 
the handsome chestnut out of *La Planche de 
Briante, by *Negofol. He is a top horse. The 
brother to Union Jack, out of Juicy Fruit, by 
*Chicle, is a big, rough fellow, whose dam is a 
sister to Dice. The chestnut filly from *Chateau- 
briand is a good one. 


As one would suppose, the three by *Golden 
Broom are chestnuts. The colt from Mary Hol- 
ton is own brother to Henry Horner, and is a 
powerful, big-bodied fellow. The half-brother to 
Manchester and Madlyn, out of *Lover’s Lane 
II, by Yankee, carries two crosses of Hanover, 
and is a good one. The filly out of Green Fruit 
by The Finn is large and plain looking. 

Very smooth are the three colts by Stimulus. 
The bay out of *Susie (dam of four winners) by 
Lochryan is extra good. The chestnut colts out 
of *Sheila Ryve (dam of Chip and Gold Dust) 
and Miss Elsie (half-sister to Little Clair, fre- 
quent winner) are better than the average. 
Stimulus is a good breeder. 

The only one of the get of Flittergold we saw 
was the sister to Roguish Eye, from *Sly Wink 
by Mordant. She is a grand filly, and if there 
isn’t spirited bidding for her we will miss our 
guess. 

The bay colt by Ladkin from Marquette by 
*Huon is a nice little horse, seemingly the mak- 
ing of a sure winner, while the chestnut colt by 
Ladkin out of Pousette by Ballot is much larger 
and quite good. 

Of the others our thoughts run as follows: 
Bay colt by On Watch—Grudge by Ballot; will 
run quickly and is a good doer. Chestnut colt by 
*Hourless—Hessanna by Sir Martin; a good one. 
Chestnut colt by Bubbling Over—*Humanity 
(dam of Sweetheart and Tuskegee) by *Voter; 
grand, smooth, good bone, well coupled. Bay or 
brown colt by Blind Play—Juniper by Fume; 
nice big horse that will be good to handle. 

Chestnut colt by Tryster—*Lady Lys (dam of 
Mona and Bludgeon) by Sunstar; sensible, 
smooth, big bone, good feet, and very level. 
Chestnut colt by St. Henry (son of The Finn) 
—Marguerite B. (half-sister to six winners) by 
Ballot; more than ordinary quality and sure to 
run. Chestnut colt by Epinard—Mary Belle 
(winner of 12 races and dam of Rolled Stocking, 
Gloom Girl, Miss Maggie, Moody Mary and Dr. 
Parrish) by Ballot; as we have previously said, 
a grand colt, one of the stars of the season, and 
sure to sell well. 

Bay colt by Sun Flag—*Melinite (dam of 
Brown Flash) by Ramrod; grand big horse, one 
of the largest, if not the largest of the consign- 
ment. Bay or brown colt by Black Toney— 
North Wind (half-sister to Sweetheart and Tus- 
kegee) by *North Star III; is a bit light, but 
very like his tribe in expression and he is sen- 
sible. Bay colt by *Ambassador IV—Pandora 
Girl (dam of Dowagiac, Pete the Scribe, Per- 
sonality, Miss Horner and Reality) by Hessian; 
small, but Rood. 

Bay colt by Dress Parade—Plaid by *Wrack; 
lacks balance; has been named Tartan. Chestnut 
colt by Thunderer—-Red Wreath by Peter Pan; 
no appeal. Bay colt by Prince of Umbria (dam 
of Agnes Clarke) by Plaudit; good one, will race. 

Chestnut colt by *Spanish Prince II—Royal 
Purple (dam of Corbeau) by The Finn; will do 
for training. Brown colt by Westy Hogan— 
*Soppe le Haut by Picrochole; a dandy little 
horse, sure to race. Bay colt by *Waygood— 
Cross Village by The Manager; is rather leggy 
and long bodied, and while not fancy or flashy, 
gives one the impression that he will win. 

Bay colt by Bunting-—*Sunfish (dam of Bucko, 
Pickerel and Imperial Air) by Le Roi Soleil; is 
a good one and will run. Bay filly by Mad Hatter 
—Burgee (sister to Afterglow) by Pennant; a

© rani by the returns for the first three 
evenings, the market for yearling Thorough- 
breds at the establishment of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company is better this year than in 1928, the 
figures being as follows:

The number auctioned thus far this year is 
less by 21 than last year, and the total is $39,700 
less than in 1928, but the average per head is 
$72.58 greater this year than last year. 


We hear that all of the yearlings were not 
sold; that some of them were bought in by the 
consignors, and that a few of the consignors are 
displeased with the results. 

This would not be unusual. Each year and at 
every sale of yearlings we have heard of for more 
than a quarter of a century there has been by- 
bidding, disappointment and dissatisfaction, but 
usually to minor extent. 

It is the same the world over. The consignor 
has his idea of the value of the offering and he 
does what he deems to be fair and honorable to 
make at least that price. The buyer has his limit, 
usually, and he does what he may to get the 
horse for less. 

In some countries the practice is to place a 
reserve, which is known to the auctioneer only, 
and when the reserve is reached it is announced 
to have been a reserve. Otherwise the auctioneer 
carries the animal to its reserve and then an- 
nounces that he is retained by the owner under 
the reserve. 

There are some in America who would like to 
see the reserve system established here. It might 
prove better, but it is not the American way, so 
why bother about it at this time? 

In any event the laws of average govern 
yearling sales, as well as everything else in life, 
and where there is one disappointment there is 
another or others well pleased with the results, 
according as to how capable the individuals may 
be in getting their minds in tune with the 
public mind as regards values. 

The sales to be held August 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 
19, 20 and 21 will, we venture, show the market 
to have been well sustained, unless it should 
transpire that the changes in the values of 
stocks in Wall Street have an effect not now 
apparent. 


TUESDAY, AUGUST 6. 
HIS was the first night of the annual series 
of sales of yearling Thoroughbreds under the 
auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company. The mar- 
ket opened stronger than last year. This evening 
31 head were sold for a total of $37,150, making 
an average of $1,198.38. This was $259.75 better 
than the opening night in 1928, and $516.97 bet- 
ter average than opening night in 1927. The 
attendance was the best noted in several years 
on a first night, and at the conclusion of the 
sale the expressions indicated that the horsemen 
thought the values generally were fair, though as 
usual there were some disappointments. 
The offerings this night were from Kentucky, 
Virginia and Missouri. The Kentuckians aver- 


aged $2,435 for ten; the Missourians $635.71 for 
14, and the Virginians $557 for seven. 


John H. Morris averaged $2,960 for five from 
his Bosque Bonita Farm, and was unable to send 
his best colt, a son of Sun Pal, because he got 
to kicking through a fence and scarred up his 
hind legs so that he would not have brought 
his value at the Spa. He now is being broken 
by T. L. Pierce at the Lexington track. The top 
price of the evening was realized by Mr. Morris. 
Messrs. Thomas Geary, of Lexington, and L. A. 
Railey, of Versailles, sold a son of Chilhowee 
for $5,600 and a daughter of the same sire for 
$2,000. The filly, we think, was a bargain at 
the price. “Beau Belmont’s” comment in The 
Morning Telegraph was: “Chilhowee, famous 
stayer and holder of the American record for 
one mile and three-quarters, was represented in 
the ring by two members of his initial crop. If 
they race as well as they look, the son of Ballot 
is bound to make a success in the stud.” This 
was the first time in the market for Mr. Railey, 
who is a young breeder, but who has all his life 
known and handled horses. He has begun well. 
Mr. Morris’ average was his best in three years. 

The Velie Stud average was $700 for nine. 
Last year this establishment averaged $920 for 
ten, and the year before $1,000 for three. M. J. 
Barrons, the other consignor from Missouri, 
averaged $520 for five, whereas last year he got 
$2,000 for one. 

Col. Dorsey Cullen realized $2,200 for his four 
from Windsor Farm, which was $200 more than 
he got for the same number last year, but we 
agree with “Beau Belmont” that he is entitled 
to better sales luck, in the light of what the get 
of Baby Grand have achieved. On this subject 
“Beau Belmont”’ said: 

“Two years ago he offered another Baby Grand 
—Slim Princess colt and realized $1,050 for him 
under the hammer. The voungster developed into 
Grand Prince, sold for $10,000 at New Orleans 
last Winter and recently ran fifth in the $50,000 
Classic at Arlington Park. Last August he sent 
a Baby Grand colt out of Glorie de Verdun into 
the ring to sell for $1,100. This is the 2-year-old 
known as Wacket, a frequent winner during the 
present season. Owen Pons refused $15,000 for 
him in Canada recently, according to common 
report. Cullen's luck is just another example of 
the roughness of a breeder’s path. He would 
have done far better by racing his home-breds.”’

I’ was the second night of the sales last year 
that the chestnut colt, now named New Broom, 
by Whisk Broom II--Payment, by *All Gold, was 
sold to C. V. B. Cushman for $75,000, and the 
figures for that night were 53 head sold for 
$198,500, average $3,745. This night the offer- 
ings numbered 42 and they brought $126,250, 
average $3,005.95. 

Mrs. Regan’s average last year was $5,280 for 
twenty head, and the year before it was $4,930 
for ten. This year her eighteen head made 
$60,200, average $3,344.44 

Mrs. Regan was expecting much more than 
$11,000 for her top colt, the son of *Epinard— 
Money Mart, which went to J. C. Ward. The 
second highest price $8,100 she realized for the 
son of Transmute from Silvey Shapiro, which 
daughter of Bannockburn was killed by light- 
ning at Mrs. Regan’s farm during a severe elec- 
trical and rain storm a few weeks ago. 

The highest price of the evening ard of the 
season thus far was $22,000 paid by C. E. Dur- 
nell, trainer for the Three D’s Stable of the 
Messrs. W. T. Waggoner & Sons, of Fort Worth, 
Texas, for the son of *Sir Gallahad III—-*Star- 
flight (dam of Broadway Limited) by Sunstar, 
which came up in the consignment of Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson. 

The Three D’s Stable last year paid $65,000 for 
Broadway Limited, which is by Man o’ War, and 
quite impressed the spectators at Saratoga a few 
days ago when he made his first start in the 
Saratoga Sales Stakes. Trainer Durnell evident- 
ly thinks well of Broadway Limited's future, 


otherwise he would not be buying his _half- 
brother, even though the get of *Sir Gallahad III 
are showing up so well in their few races to date 
over here. 

Admiral Grayson’s other offering was a bay 
filly by Heverswood, a grandson of Orby, stand- 
ing in England, out of *Armide, by Sardanapale, 
which went to T. H. McCreery for $8,500. Thus 
his average for two is $15,250. 

There were eight in the consignment this 
night from William Woodward’s Belair Stud, 
and they brought a total of $15,650, average 
$1,956.25. This average was his best in three 
years. Last year it was $1,558 for 19 head, and 
the year before the average was $1,698.28 tor 17 
head. 

The best price for Belair Stud was $4,500 for 
the Aga Khan colt out of the *Ogden mare 
Arrowshaft (dam of William Tell, Evil, Ravanna 
and Economist) which went to Brookmeade 
stable, while H. C. Phipps paid $4,300 for the 
chestnut colt by Chatterton—Blue Teal, a win- 
ning half-sister to Scapa Flow. Joe Edwards 
bought the Epinard filly out of Battle (dam of 
Bull Run and Skirmish) for $2,600, and the price 
sounds like she may prove a bargain, if she has 
good running ability. 

Preston M. Burch averaged better than $1,000 
for the three he sold.

SECOND WEEK AT SARATOGA. 

T the conclusion of the twelfth day (Satur- 

day, August 10) at Saratoga Springs, 76 
races had been decided during the progress of 
the meeting and the money distribution had been 
quite general, in that the events were won by 48 
owners. Greentree Stable, racing both on the 
fiat and through the field, has the distinction of 
having won six races, while George D. Widener 
racing on the fiat, has five to his credit. His 
horses are trained by the accomplished Andrew 
Jackson Joyner. 

The stables of Joseph E. Widener and Harry 
Payne Whitney each have won four. Belair Stud 
Stable and Wheatley Stable each have won 
three, and since “Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons is 
trainer for both of these establishments, he heads 
the list of successful trainers.

Three D’s Stock Farm Stable, Samuel Ross, Mrs. 
H. Segal, Audley Farm, Thomas Hitchcock, L. M. 
Curtis, T. Calcini, G. A. Cochran, Mendham 
Stable, J. E. Gaffney, J. H. Louchheim, Mrs. M. C. 
Holden, Penthorn Stable, L. Waterbury and W. S. 
Kilmer. 

The week opened with chilly weather and a slow 
track, after the rain of Saturday. The Beasel 
won the Monday feature, the Saratoga Sales 
Stakes. Tuesday the weather was clear and 
warmer and the track fast, and the attendance 
was better than on the previous day. The Sen- 
eca Claiming Stakes was the feature and pro- 
duced a real thrill, the decision going to George 
D. Widener’s Kopeck. 

The running of the Wednesday feature, the 
$10,000 Saranac Handicap, was eventful. Battle- 
ship Grey made a crazy swerve shortly after the 
start and crashed through the inner rail. Hard 
Tack, showing a surprising reversal of form over 
his performance in the Miller Stakes the previous 
Saturday, won the race. Curate, which finished 
second, interfered with Vermajo during the 
run through the stretch and was disqualified. 

Thursday was a perfect day and an exception- 
ally large number of persons were present. They 
were rewarded with excellent sport and there 
was much enthusiasm. The Alabama Stakes was 
won brilliantly by Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Aquastella. and it marked a double for trainer 
Max Hirsch, since he had saddled A. H. Cosden’s 
Bud Broom, winner of the first race. 

During Thursday night there was a rain and 
the track for Friday was muddy, but there was 
bright sunshine in the afternoon and it brought 
out another large crowd. The Albany Handicap 
was the feature and Peto won it for the Belair 
Stud Stable of William Woodward. 

The Saturday card carried seven races, three 
of which were stakes events. The track was 
slow, but the weather was again bright and a 
tremendous crowd was at the course. The 
feature was the Saratoga Special, which was 
marred by an accident at the start, when the 
$65.000 Broadway Limited” of the Three D's 
Stable was caught in the ropes of the starting 
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gate, unseating his rider, O’Donnell, and leaving 
him at the post. Harry Payne Whitney’s Which- 
one won it. The Whitney Stakes went to Bateau 
from the Jeffords barn, and Coronation won the 
North American Steeplechase Handicap for the 
Greentree Stable. 

EMPIRE CIiTy FACTS. 

During 20 days at Empire City, the total dis- 
tribution in stakes and purses was $205,370. 
Gifford A. Cochran was the ranking winninz 
owner with earnings of $22,030, of which Healy, 
winner of the Empire City~Derby and the Mount 
Kisko Stakes contributed $11,180. Mokatam, 
winner of the East View Stakes and the Whirl 
Stakes, took $18,440 and this put the Rancocas 
Stable second with a total of $21,240. Wheatley 
Stable was third on the list with $12,970, of 
which Distraction, winner of the Yonkers Handi- 
cap, contributed $5,370. James Butler, owner of 
the track, won six races, was six times second 
and four times third, yet his total was only 
$6,865. Red Rag won 4 races and one second 4* 
the meeting.

Coronation, the Greentree Stable’s 7-year-old 
bay gelding by *Johren, out of Inaugural by

Shillelah Steeplechase at Saratoga July 30, came 
back August 10 to win over the same course the 
twenty-fourth running of the North American 
Steeplechase Handicap (about 2 miles, 4:15 3-5, 
slow course, net value to winner $3,750). Cor- 
onation, ridden by J. Lambert, led all the way 
and won by two lengths with 145 pounds, 5 
pounds less than the 149 carried by the 5-year- 
old Devil Kin, which was second, a head better 
than Redbridge. The other runners were Thorn- 
dale, Edify, Nomad, Laufjunge and Briguel, the 
latter belonging to Charles R. Fleischmann and 
making his first start through the field in this 
country. Each of the eight starters stood up 
all the way and finished. 
BATEAU TAKES ANOTHER. 

There were only three starters for the second 
running of the Whitney Stakes (1 1-4 miles, 
2:09 2-5, slaw track, 3-year-olds and upward, net 
value to winner $5,850), at Saratoga August 10, 
and it was won handily by Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Bateau, 4-year-old daughter of Man of War— 
*Escuina, by Ecouen (see tabulated pedigree 
page 14, THe BLoop-HorsE No. 10), winner of the 
Suburban Handicap at Belmont Park June 1. 
Comstockery was second and Display was last. 
The old rogue wheeled at the start and was far 
back all the way. 

WHICHONE WINS SPECIAL. 

Saddled by James Rowe, Jr., who has succeed- 
ed his father, the late James Rowe, Sr., as chief 
trainer for Harry Payne Whitney, Whichone, 
under the ‘“‘blue, brown cap” of his breeder-owner, 
at Saratoga August 10, won in hollow fashion the 
twenty-seventh running of the Saratoga Special 
(6 furlongs, 1:13 4-5, slow track, 2-year-olds, net 
value to winner $16,500 and gold cup) under the 
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pilotage of Jockey L. McAtee. Nine horses went 
to the post, but only eight left it, due to the 
inefficiency of the starting gate, which is known 
as the Cassidy barrier, otherwise something 
after the fashion of the Australian contraption 
which functioned improperly at Belmont Park in 
the spring. The ropes ascended so slowly on the 
side remote from the starter that Steve O’Donnell 
was caught around the body and pulled off the 
back of Broadway Limited, which, coupled with 
Pansy Walker, represented the Three D’s Stock 
Farm Stable, and was left at the post. Frank 
Coltiletti, rider of Pansy Walker, was also caught 
on the face, the rope burning his skin in two 
places. McAtee, too, was caught on the forehead 
by the lower one of the three rope stands, but 
was able to knock it off with his whip. 

Pansy Walker soon displaced Conclave, the 
first to appear as the barrier was released, and 
opened a gap of three lengths, with Grattan 
closest in pursuit, but Whichone was coming 
fastest of all as they sped around the far turn 
and when the stretch was reached had a lead 
of a length on Pansy Walker, which he increased 
to five lengths at the finish. Sarazen II was 
third three lengths back of Pansy Walker. 
Others, finishing as named, were Grattan, Broad 
Meadows, Flying Gal, Conclave and Promethus, 
also from the Whitney stable.

AWTHORNE is having a good meeting, but, 

oh, what a difference after Arlington Park. 

The attendance is large every day, but therein 

the contrast is most pronounced. So _ entirely 

different that even the “hustlers,” who never get 

nearer the clubhouse section than the fence, are 
constantly remarking upon it. 

Arlington has, in affording this contrast, fur- 

ther accentuated its importance in the racing 


scheme of the nation. It has created in even the 
Turf’s lowliest folk at the important Illinois 
center an appreciation of the attendance of the 
better people. And they, too, are alive to what 
is required to call out these better people, which 
is another way of saying the people of standing 
and importance in the social and business life of 
the country. 

Race track managers can profit greatly by 
hearing and heeding the comment and sugges- 
tions for improvement in plants and manage- 
ment that are being and will continue to be made 
since the awakening at Arlington Park. 

Hawthorne’s Monday attendance was immense, 
even though the sky was overcast. There was 
no stakes event, the card of seven races contain- 
ing two allowance affairs and five claimers. 
Tuesday it was again cloudy. The attendance 
was again large. Mike Hall, making his first ap- 
pearance this year, was an attraction and won 
easily on Wednesday, when the weather and 
track conditions were ideal. 

A capacity crowd was out Thursday for the 
running of the Hawthorne Handicap, $25,000 
added, which was marred by a long post delay 
and injury by kicking of Misstep and Dcowagiac 
and resulted in the surprising victory of My 
Dandy. 

There was threat of rain Friday, but it had 
little effect in diminishing the number in attend- 
ance. Golden Racket failed utterly to support the 
public’s confidence when he was backed as most 
likely to win the principal purse event of the 
afternoon. 

Audley Farm accomplished the “hat trick” 
when Gallant Knight, Nellie Custis and The 
Choctaw, each trained by Kay Spence and the 
last named two ridden by H. Schutte, won their 
respective races on Saturday. The three were 
bred at Audley Farm, Berryville, Va., being re- 
spectively by Bright Knight, Sir Barton and 
Rouleau. The race won by The Choctaw was the 
Great Lakes Claiming Stakes. Nellie Custis ran 
the Hawthorne Course (160 feet more than 6 
furlongs) in 1:14, a new track record. 

Rose of Sharon’s return to racing was attended 
by victory over Thistle Fyrn, Calf Roper, Uluniu 
and Frances Milward in a mile event. She did 
it easily, the time being 1:38. 

The stake race was marred by injury of ap- 
prentice R. Heigle. In the rush around the first 
turn he lost his balance, went out of Flattery’s 
saddle, caught at the filly’s mane and neck, but 
could not regain her back and fell to the ground. 
He was picked up unconscious, but was revived. 
Physicians stated he has two broken ribs and a 
slight concussion of the brain. 

Jockey C. E. Allen's riding of Brown Wisdom, 
an odds-on favorite, was so unsatisfactory that 
the stewards order his mounts for Monday can- 
celled and cited him for investigation. 

The weather was very warm, but there was 
another capacity crowd. 


MIKE HALL IN WINNING FORM. 


Making his first appearance under colors as a 
5-year-old, Mike Hall, the gelding with which 
R. M. Eastman hopes to win the Cambridgeshire 
Stakes, 9 furlongs, at Newmarket, England, 
Wednesday, October 30, won the Jackson Park 
Purse, one mile, 1:38 2-5, at Hawthorne Aug- 
ust 7. He had virtually no competition, was re- 
strained in the early stages and won easily by a 
length from The Choctaw (3-103), three lengths 
in front of Star o’ Morn (4-104), four lengths 
better than Devon (6-104), three lengths in front 
of Whiskery (4-114) last. Mike Hall carried 
114 pounds. 

This was the first time racing for the marvel- 
ous son of *Hourless from *Conakilty by Cat- 
mint, since his victory in the Latonia Cup last 
fall, and it is the beginning of a program of 
several races at Hawthorne and Lincoln Fields 
in preparation for his task, a big one, to be sure, 
in England eleven weeks hence. C. J. FitzGerald 
will go over as manager for Mike Hall. 


HEAD TO MANAGE LINCOLN FIELDS. 


C. Bruce Head has been appointed manager of 
Lincoln Fields, and that means that those who 
have business at the manager’s office may expect 
to be received courteously and made to feel a 
welcome. It means, too, that Lincoln Fields will 
have the benefit of co-operation from the horse- 
men, which it has not heretofore fully enjoyed, 
simply because of the manner and speech of 
certain of those whom Col. Winn previously had 
in charge there. With all things working in 
harmony, Lincoln Fields should be more than 
ever prosperous, even though it is somewhat 
more distant from the center of Chicago than 
Hawthorne, Washington Park and Arlington 
Park. The next meeting there opens August 26 
for 30 days.

My Dandy, 4-year-old chestnut colt by *Porte 
Drapeau— Scepter and Staff, by Colin (tabulated 
pedigree page 21 THE BLoop-HoRSE No. 19). win- 
ner of the Windy City Handicap on the opening 
day of the Hawthorne meeting (August 3), came 
right batk on August 8 and won the chief event 
of the meeting, the third running of the Haw- 
thorne Handicap (1 1-16 miles, 1:44 1-5, fast 
track, net value to winner $28,550) for Messrs. 
W. C. & E. W. Reichert, who are residents of 
Illinois. 

Misstep was the favorite at 188 to 100, but 
his chances were killed when the horses were 
delayed at the post for fourteen minutes, during 
which time his top impost of 129 pounds became 
a burden by comparison with the lighter weights 
in the saddies of his fourteen opponents, and to 
make it worse, Dowagiac started a_ kicking 
match with him. When the breakaway came 
My Dandy, who had been considerably to blame 
for the delay, was off immediately, followed by 
Karl Eitel, and they kept in that order all the 
way. My Dandy won by a neck with Karl Eitel 
two lengths in front of Easter Stockings, half a 
length better than Dowagiac, the others finish-

COMMONWEALTH LOSES 


N the Common Pleas Division of the Jefferson

It is expected that the 
Court of Appeals will pass upon all questions of 
law involved in the suit.

grand filly, one of the stars. Chestnut filly by 
Upset-—Cullinan by Celt; extra good. 

Chestnut filly by Whisk Broom II—Quick Time 
(dam of Rose Murphy) by *Light Brigade; really 
a grand one, carries a strong appeal to good 
judges. Brown filly by Noah—Rosslare (17 wins 
and dam of Chief Laily, Bavelle Fronk and 
Fitzgibbon) by *Sempronious; a nice one which 
should sell well. Noah won 19 races. Black filly 
by Nocturnal—Tidy (dam of Moon Dove, Cast- 
ing, War Wings and Tidy American) by The 
Manager; very good, neat appearing, should win 
early. 

Now as to the eleven colts and one filly from 
England. The two by Friar Marcus are extra 
good. The bay or brown out of Belle Royal (dam 
of five winners) by Royal Realm looks more of 
a stayer than does the bay out of Mother Ship- 
ton (dam of two winners) by White Magic, which 
is a true sprinter in type. Lemonora’s brown 
son out of Phalaris is good and combines two 
popular lines in England. 

Extra good and one of the best, a colt of great 
action, is the chestnut by Golden Boss (grandson 
of Orby), out of Destination (dam of two win- 
ners) by Desmond. The brown by Golden Sun— 
Estrella by Cylgad is plain. The chestnut by 
Golden Myth-—Imperence by Grand Parade is 
stoutly made, level and good all round. 

Another chsetnut is by Orpheus (son of Orby), 
out of Lady of Lyons by Syndrian. He is well 
shaped, but not as good as a number of others 
in the consignment. The chestnut by Grand 
Parade (son of Orby)—Lysandra by Son-in-Law 
is plain but a good one. The black by Bache- 


lor’s Double—Mertoy (dam of three winners) by 
Mercutio is quite ordinary. 

The brown by Buchan—Tracedes (dam of
